appliances of said plurality of appliances, activating the device in a first mode where the 
appliance selected by the means of selection is controlled by the means of control 
according to associations that are not programmed during the step of programming, 
activating the device in a second mode wherein at least two appliances are continuously 
controlled by the means of control according to the associations performed during the 
programming step, said activating in the second mode being triggered by inputting a 
command on the means of selection, and re-activating the device in a first mode by 
inputting a new command on the means of selection..
